S.R.O. 250 . — The following draft of certain rules, regulating the division of 
Cantonment of Shahjahanpur into wards for the purposes of holding elections 
In the said Cantonment and the determination of the number of members to 
be elected by each ward, which the Central Government proposes to make in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of Section 31 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), and in supersession of the Shahjahanpur 
Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1954, is published as required by 
the said section, for the information of all persons likely to he affected thereby 
and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration 
on or 1 after the 30th day from the date of publication of this notification. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person through 
the General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Central Command with respect to the 
said draft before the said 30th day will be considered by the Central Govern- 
ment. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. Short Title and Commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the 
Shahjahanpur Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1964. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2 . Division of Cantonment Into Wards.— For the purpose of elections to the 
Shahjahanpur Cantonment Board the Cantonment of Shahjahanpur shall be 
divided into the following wards, namely:*— 

Wurd No. I, 

Ward No. II, 

Ward No, III, 

Ward No. IV, and 
Ward No. V. 

3. Boundaries of Wards.— The boundaries of each of the said wards shall ba 
as specified in the Schedule to these rules. 
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4, Number of Members to be Elected. — The number of members to be elected 
from each of the said Wards shall be as shown below: —

The Schedule 

( Boundaries of Wards — See rule 3) 

Ward No I . — This Ward consists of Mohalla Dillazak and Reserve Police Lines, 

The boundary of this Ward starts from between Cantonment Boundary pillar 
Nos. 61 and 62 on Nehru Road viz. 137' south of Cantonment Boundary pillar No. 61 
running' southward along Nehru Road goes unto Cantonment Boundary pillar 
No. 66 (situated on south-west corner of Mohalla Dillazak) then its turn towards 
east along Grand Trunk Road, to pillar No. 67 situated at south-east corner of 
Mohalla Dillazak then turning northward along Factory Railway siding goes upto 
stone boundary pillar situated on the north-east corner of Reserve Police Lines 
wherefrom it takes its turn westward along the northern boundary of Reserve 
Police Lines and meets the point at 137 feet south of Cantonment Boundary 
pillar No. 61 on Nehru Road. 

Ward No. II (a) and (h). — This area consists of Hydel Division Colony, Tube 
Well Colony, Snrda Canal Colony, Hydel Power House Colony, Sweepers Quarters 
on Dlwan Talab, 1. 1. Bazar, Cantonment Police Chowki and C.F. Quarters. 

The boundary of this starts from the stone boundary pillar (situated at the 
north-east corner of Reserve Police Lines) goes northward along Maharana Pratap 
Road crossing its junction with Pant Rond goes along Rani Lakshmi Road upto 
Its junction with Nehru Road. Further it goes northward along Nehru Road 
upto boundary In between Cantonment Boundary pillar Nos. 37 and 38 where 
It takes its turn westward to Cantonment Boundary pillar Nos. 38, 39, 40, 41 till 
it meets pillar No. 42, wherefrom it turns southward passing from pillar to pillar 
joins the point at 137 feet south of pillar No, 61 on Nehru Road then turning 
eastward along the northern boundary of Reserve Police Lines joins the pillar 
situated at the north-cast corner of Reserve Police Lines, 

Ward No. mb'). — This portion consists of Clothing Factory, Link Road 
Quarters, Bungalow No. 12, Factory Bungalow No. 1, Civil Bungalow Nos. 19, 
19A and 23 and old Hospital Block. 

The boundary of this area starts from the junction of Gandhi and Subhash 
Roads near Bungalow No. 23 running westward crossing Cariappa Road meet# 
the Factory Railway aiding then turning towards North along Ra.iaji Road goes 
upto Its junction with Patel Road and then turning towards east goes upto 
Subhash Road near Civil Bungalow No. 21, then turning towards South along 
Subhash Road goes upto its junction with Gandhi Road near Civil Bungalow 
No. 23. 

Ward No. III. — This Ward consists of north-west portion of Factory Estate. 

The boundary of this ward starts from Cantonment Boundary pillar No. 35 
goes southward along Patel Road meets Raiaii Road at its junction with Rani 
Lakshmi Road (beyond Factory Gate") then taking its turn westward along Rani 
Lakshmi Road meets Nehru Road. Therefrom it turns northward along Nehru 
Road reaches in between Cantonment Boundary pillar Nos. 37 and 38 wherefrom 
it takes its turn eastward and goes upto Cantonment Boundary pillar No, 35. 

Ward No. IV . — This Ward consists of Southern portion of Factory Estate and 
M.E.S. Godown etc. 

The boundarv of this ward starts from the junction of Cariappa and Maharana 
Pratap Roads (between bungalow No. II and Factory Hospital) goes northward 
upto the junction of Gandhi and Cariappa Roads then takes its turn westward 
goes upto the junction of Gandhi and Rajaii Roads, wherefrom it turns northward 
and goes along Rajaji Road upto its junction with Rani Lakshmi Road. Then it 
turns westward along Rani Lakshmi Road and meets Nehru Road, then turning 
southward along Nehru Road upto its junction with Rani Lakshmi Road and 
nassing the iunction of Pant and Maharana Pratap Roads meets the Canappa 
Road near Bungalow No, 11 and Factory Hospital., 
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Ward No, V. — This Ward consists of Civil Bungalows, Mau Village, Supply 
Depot, Post Office, Dak Bungalow, M.E.S. Office & Inspection House, Station Club, 
Cantonment Office, Military Lines, C.M.H, Area, Pumping Station etc. 

The boundary of this ward starts from Cantonment Boundary pillar No. 68 
(situated at the south-west corner of Supply Depot) runs eastward along Grand 
Trunk Road to Pillar No. Hf> (situated at. the start ol Carinppa Road) running 
through Cuntonment Boundary pillar Nos. 70, 71, 72, 73, 74, 75, 70, 77 to Canton- 
ment Boundary pillar No. 1 (situated just opposite Lodhipur Octroi Post.) where- 
from it runs from pillar to pillar goes upto pillar No. 35 and further coming 
southward along Patel Road to the point where it meets Rajaji Road, then it 
turns eastward and meets Subhash Road near Bungalow No. 21. Then it turns 
southward along Subhash Road goes upto its junction with Gandhi Road near 
Bungalow No. 23. Then it turns westward along Gandhi Road goes upto its 
junction with Cariappa Road then turning southward along Cariappa Road goes 
upto pillar No. 69 then it turns Westward and meets pillar No. 03, 
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
